In addition, the applicant may also have to comply with other special requirements applicable 
in certain Offices It is the applicant's responsibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national phase are taken in a 
timely fashion. Most Offices do not issue reminders to applicants in connection with the entry into the national phas e.

REQUIREMENTS REGARDING PRIORrTY DOCUMENTS 

For applicants who have not yet complied with the requirements regarding priority documents, the following is recalled. 

Where the priority of an earlier national, regional or international application is claimed, the applicant must submit a copy 
of the said earlier appl.cat.on. certified by the authority with which it was filed ("the priority document") to the receiving Office 
(which w.ll transmit it to the International Bureau) or directly to the International Bureau, before the expiration of 16 months from 
the priority date, provided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the International Bureau before that date of 
international publication of the international application, in which case that document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 16-month time limit (Rule 17.1(a)). 

Where the priority document is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant may. instead of submitting the priority 
document, request the receiving Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the International Bureau. Such request

If the priority document concerned is not submitted to the International Bureau or if the request to the receiving Office 
to prepare and transm.t the priority document has not been made (and the corresponding fee. if any, paid) within the applicable 
time limit indicated under the preceding paragraphs, any designated State may disregard the priority claim, provided that no 
designated Office may disregard the priority claim concerned before giving the applicant an opportunity, upon entry into the 
national phase, to furn.sh the pr.orrty document within the time limit which is reasonable under the circumstances (Rule 17.1(c)).
